Ottawa, Feb, 19—The Morning Citi- 
von says: “Rumors are again afloat 
with regard to the Canadian North- 
ern Railway and its move to secure 
further financial assistance from the 
government, The latest proposal, it 
appears, is for a loan of $20,000,00 
or $25,000,000, the reason urged being 
that the condition in the money mar- 
ket at present make it exceedingly 
difficult to raise amounts required for 
finishing the undertaking at least on 
favourable terms. The company is 
said to be willing to offer the security 
of common stock and such other 
guarantees as are deemed novcessary. 

“As far as can be learned, no con- 
clusion has been reached by the go- 
vernment if even it has been formally 
considered, Many think that provid- 
ing a sufficiency of security is forth- 
coming the Joan will be made follow- 


ing the precedent established fast 
year in relation to the G.T.P, 
“Before anything final is done, 


however, the ministerial members will 
likely be consulted in caucus.

THIRTY-ONE INJURED IN 
STREET CAR-ACCIDENT 


Death List in Indianapolis Smash 
Is Four—Injured Reported 
Improving 


Indianapolis,-Ind., Feb, «10— Tho 
thirty-one persons injured in a street 
car accident near the Virginia avenue 
Viaduct last night, in which four men 
were killed, were reported to be in an 
improved condition today at the vari- 
ous hospitals. It was believed the 
death list would not be increased, al- 
though several of the injured will 
be mained for life. 

The four dead are: James Horan, 
15; Jacob Hardy, 48; Fletcher Roark, 
52; Harry Oliver, 25. 

The coroner began his investigation 
today, and it is said the grand jury 
will make an investigation as soon as 
possible. 

Slippery rails, due to the snow and 
rain, are given as the cause of the 
accident, which resulted when a 
heavy Indianapolis and Cincinnati 
traction freight car ran into an Eng- 
lish avenue car that was blocked by 
a Greenwood local interurban car. 
The city car was badly crushed be-

Notice Served on Holders 
Of Western Railway Charters 
To Commence Work At Once 


Precedent Established in Connect ion With Renewal of Charter of 
Saskatchewan Central Railway —Must Commence Construction 
in One Year and C omplete in Three 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb, 19—-A bill to in- 
corporate the Peace River Tramway 
Co,, standing in the name of R. B. 
Bennett, of Calgary, was reported in 
the railway committee this morning. 
The idea is to build tramways te pass 
obstructions in the river in connec- 
tion with the development scheme of 
the Western Central Canadian Rail- 
way, which was granted a charter 
the other day, and the company pro- 
posed to™bulld a line from the mouth 
of the Nass river through Northern 
British Columbia and Peace» River 
district and the north-west territory 
to Prince Albert. The bill provides 
that the head office of the company 
shall be at Vancouver, B.C, 

When the bill to renew the charter 
of the Saskatchewan Central Rail- 
way Co. was called, R. B. Bennett 
moved to limit the time for com- 
mencement of construction to one 
year, and complotion to three years. 

Hon. H. R. Emmerson asked if this 
was to be adopted as a precedent. He 
said it had been considered in one 
cLP.R. bill which the C.P,R. threaten- 
ed to withdraw. This bill has not yet 
passe* th» lower house, 


Chairman E, A. Lancaster said it 
was an imperunence for the company 
to make such a threat. 

Alex, Smith, counsel for the com- 
pany, said it was proposed to build 
from Saskatoon to Lethbridge. The 
company, he said, had been organized, 
but construction had not yet com- 
menced. 

R. B. Bennett said it was time to 
weed out these western charters, 
There were too many of them. He 
said he proposed to move this amend- 
ment whenever a western bill came 
up. If any company withdrew a bill 
as a result, parliament should not 
grant that company any further legis- 
lation. 

Geo. E. McGraney, Saskatoon, in 
whose name the bill stood, was afraid 
that such action would result in the 
three big companies securing the 
charters. He did not think that in- 
dependent companies should be dis- 
couraged.

LOS ANGELES 1S 
FLOOD BOUND BY 
HEAVY DOWNPOUR 


Railroad Traffic Has Been Demor- 
alized and Streets Made Into 
Mill-Races 


STREETS WERE UNDER 
TEN FEET OF WATER 


Houses Collapse and Walls Are 
Undermined—Great Damage 
Done to Orange Crop 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 19—South- 
ern California was flood-bound today 
as a result of a downpour which 
started at midnight Tuesday and 
yielded from 6 to 8 inches of rain in 


the thirty-two hours ending at 8 
a.m. today. Railroad traffic was de- 
moralized. In the cities the streets 
were turned into mill races. Storm 
drains were overtaxed and irregula- 
tion camels widened into rivers, The 
storm brought a _ re-occurrence ol 
floods. Railroad tracks on both sides 
of Santa Barbara were washed out. 
Bridges also were torn out. 

Throughout the citrus belt, wash- 
outs blocked and stalled trains. The 
Southern Pacific, the Salt Lake anda 
the Santa Fe Railroads, the three 
lines entering Los Angeles, all were 
compelled to route trains today over 
a Banta Fe branch running through 
Fullerton. All other lines were out 
of commission, 

In some sections of Los Angeles 
streets were under ten feet of water 


for a brief period Fire engines 
were requisitioned to pump out the 
flooded basements of several large 
buildings. 


One of the telegraph companies re- 
ported today that 75 per cent. of its 
wires were useless. Arizona virtually 
was cut off from wire communication. 
Retaining walls at various points in 
the foot hill region of the orange 
growing section collapsed under the 
weight of water and sent floods 
swirling through the orchards, inflict- 
ing great damage. 

Several houses collapsed in Los 
Angeles. In many sections people 
used boats to navigate the streets.

Some time ago a number of Ger- 
mans in the neighborhood of Stutt- 
eart, Germany, held a joint meeting, 
the object of which was to emigrate

to Alberta, Canada, We at once con- 
ferred with the British Consul at 
Stuttgart. Said Consul wrote to Lon- 
don for pamphlets, which would give 
us accurate and correct information 
about Canada, However, not quite 
satisfed with this, the undersigned 


also corresponded with the Canadian 
immigration officials at Winnipeg and 
Edmonton, Said authorities gave us 
the assurance that German immigra- 
tion officials would meet us at our ar- 
rival and give us all the information 
necessary, And we must say the beat 
of courtesy was extended to us by 
these officials in all our business af- 
fairs, for none of us could speak the 
English language. Especially do we 
owe a vote of thanks to a certain Mr. 
J. J. Mohr, who was employed at the 
Immigration Hall at Edmonton. As

To Bribe Football Player 


Bioletti Imprisoned For Offering 
Money to West Bromwich

LONDON, Feb. 18.—(W.A.P. spe- 
cial cable)—At Stafford assizes today 
was told the tale of a guileless Italian 
named Bioletti who unsuccessfully 
tempted one of England's most fa- 
mous footballers, Jesse Pennington, 
in the interest of a football betting 
system run by his son in Geneva, 


Pennington is captain of the West , 


Bromwich Albion, and as it suited 
young Bioletti’s “book” that Everton 
should either win or draw their 
match with the Albion on Nov. 29, 
a result which appeared extremely 
unlikely, Bioletti senior called cas- 
ually on Pennington the day before 
the match and offered him fifty-five 
pounds to facilitate the improbable, 
five pounds for each player. Penn- 
ington indulged his false hopes to the 
extent of demanding written security 
for payment and communicated with 
Mr, Bassett, the chairman of the 
club,

The match happened to end in a 
draw and Pennington approached 
Bioletti and asked for the cash. The 
latter wished to retire to a quiet cor- 
ner of the ground to complete the 
transaction, but Pennington said, “Oh 
no, It's perfectly open. You can
